THE BISHOP'S LETTER. 


ING-YI-PU, 
SZECHWAN. 
April 29th, 1936. 
My Dear FRIENDS, | 

The circumstances under which this letter is 
being written are perhaps as unpropitious to literary 
composition as can well be imagined. P’ing-yi-pu 
is a small village market some 20 miles up the 
Kiangyu-P’ingwu gorge. I¢ is situated amidst the 
most beautiful surroundings, pine trees clothing 
the lowering hills on every side, with the river 
flowing swiftly by; but the buildings in the village 
are uniformly in a dreadfully dilapidated condition 
as the result of Red occupation last year. The inn 
in which I have fortunately succeeded in securing 
a lodging for the night is like all the others in 
being devoid of most of its woodwork. There is no 
door to my room; there never was a window; and 
instead of the shutters with which to close the place 
from the street at night there are only coarse rushes, 
which also form the divisions between the empty 
rooms, for there is practically no furniture. Being 


| 


forewarned of what to expect, I have to-day brought 
with me a camp bed’ for-the first time in nearly 30 
years’ travelling in inland China. The whole village 
is uncomfortably crowded with coolies carrying rice 
to the armies fighting against the Reds in the north. 
I have to-day walked over 20 English miles over 
what is probably the roughest road in the whole 
Diocese and in marked contrast to the greatly 
improved motor roads over which I have been 
travelling during the past few weeks. 

_Improvement in communications. The past few 
months have seen labour on the roads conscripted 
on a huge scale, and this under expert direction has 
resulted in complete change from the nightmare 
conditions which previously prevailed. In West 
Szechwan at least, with the exception of a few short 
stretches, the public highways are now as great a 
credit to the authorities as they were formerly a 
disgrace. Motor omnibuses under strict Govern- 
ment regulation are adding considerably to the 
amenities of travel, and for itinerant missionaries 
for whom it may not be always convenient to use 
these vehicles, the level tracks make it comfortable 
and convenient to read whilst walking, which is a 
great gain.. A book is ever so much more interest- 
ing than a potential pitfall a yard ahead, which used 
to be the only thing at which it was safe to look. It 
is even possible nowadays also to look up and 
around and so discover the delightful scenery 
through which one is passing. It only remains to 
express the hope that the roads may be as good in 
October after some months of heavy rains as they 
are now. 

Recent Movements. After an unusually long spell 
of nearly two months at home, during which an 
accumulation of administrative duties were dealt 
with, I left Chengtu five weeks ago to spend about 
ten weeks among the congregations in the Western 
sub-Synod area. The visits being paid are longer 
than has previously been possible, and so the 
pleasure and profit—to me at least—have been 
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greater than when arcawtances have compelled 
one to pass through quickly and to meet the Chris- 
tians at perhaps only one gathering or service. __ 

I need not trouble my readers with a detailed 
account of all the places visited; nothing is more 
wearisome than a string of strange place names; 
_but I should like to pay a tribute to the earnestness _ 
of the workers, Chinese and Western alike, in 
-Hanchow, Mienchu, Mienchow and Anhsien. There 

is some improvement in Tehyang, too, where 
Douglas Sargent’s practical studies in Chinese in- 
clude keen co-operation with the catechist. At 
Mienchu the vigorous evangelistic work in connec- 
tion with the training work most efficiently con- 
ducted by the clergy is already telling most 
definitely ; and it is a joy to note the close comrade- 
ship and co-operation between the Church and 
Hospital. 
Good Friday and ‘Pinter were spent at Mien- | 
chow, where Miss Wells’ influence still so prevails 
that it is difficult to realise her absence. In the 
school an extraordinarily splendid work for youth 
is being carried on by Principal Wu Shuen-hsi and 
his colleagues, and in evangelistic fervour both 
pastoral ‘and evangelistic workers alike are out- 
standing. The ‘‘ Three Hours ”’ on Good Friday 
and the memorial service on Easter afternoon in the 
Christian cemetery will ever remain sacred 
memories. 

At Kiangyu, where I spent five due before 
setting out on this part of the journey, Mr. Bazire 
and his colleagues are already being rewarded 
with a measure of success in a task of much diffi- 
culty. It is only some three months ago that 
definite work was first begun amidst popular 
opposition and official suspicion. Patience and 

‘ vyieldingness,’’ however, have had their reward, 
and now a friendly atmosphere prevails and rela- 
tions with the officials and leading citizens are 
excellent. A few men are coming daily for instruc- 
tion in the Doctrine and it is not too much to hope > 
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4 
that the abundant opportunities for vigorous 
evangelism in the city and in large market towns 


at no great distance, as they are taken up, will | 


result in healthy congregations in due time. __ 
Famine. In the north of the Diocese most 
severe conditions of famine have prevailed for some 
months. From my colleagues in Kwangyuan, 
Paoning, Pachow, Tahsien,. etc., the most harrow- 
ing accounts have come. The autumn rice crop 
was a total failure and the spring harvests have 


brought no appreciable relief. Tens of thousands 


have died, and the famished sufferers have often 
resorted to violence to obtain even the least amount 
of food, so that itinerating in the districts seriously 
affected has had added dangers. People have sold 
tiles from their houses for rice, a measure to them 
more extreme than the sale of wives and children; 
and the stories of consumption of human flesh are 
too well authenticated to admit of doubt. All 


‘possible funds available have been wisely disbursed 


by the special Relief Committee in Shunking, 


which will be grateful to be allowed to bring 


succour to the numberless multitudes still suffering, 


_ if readers are moved to entrust them with additional 


contributions. 

Political conditions. The Reds still remain at a 
distance and we have no reason to anticipate further | 
trouble from these marauders. Any turn of events 
which would bring back this menace would have 
repercussions far beyond the confines of Szechwan. 
Brigands and robbers on the highways abound to. 
a degree greater than usual, famine and high 
taxation being contributory causes. Around Kweitu 
in particular is the situation serious in this respect. 
In the Mienchow region there has been an uprising 
of the ‘‘ Red Lantern’ sect—poor, ignorant 
country people for the most part, driven to despera- 
tion by severe military exactions, taxes and labour, 
road construction and blockhouse building. The 
movement has been ruthlessly suppressed; but the 
resentment thus shown against military rule 
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remains. It is to be feared that in educational 
circles also, against the severe discipline and strict 
regimentation, revolt in some form or other may not 
be long delayed. The whole community is being 
driven too hard. 

Division of the Diocese. The Chairman of the 
House of Bishops, Bishop Norris, is setting this 
forward as rapidly as possible, and it is not too | 
much to hope that in the next issue of the Bulletin 
a definite statement may be made as to the progress _ 
achieved. Meanwhile, special prayer is again 
requested that this whole matter may be carried out 
In accordance with God’s will and for the exten- 

sion of His Kingdom. 

| The Riveel Meeting of the Diocesan Associa- 
tion on June 4th will be over before this letter is 
printed; but I look forward eagerly to hearing of © 
a helpful and enthusiastic gathering. It is impos- 
sible for me to exaggerate the importance of the 
work of the D.A.W.C. or my own very real — 
gratitude to its officers and committee members. 
My revered predecessors did a great work in. 
beginning and fostering the work of the Associa- — 
tion, and although I have not yet been to England 
since my translation, my experience in the Diocese 
_ makes me realise how much we depend on you all 
for the full provision of our needs in supplementing 
the generous help of the C.I.M. and C.M.S. In 
appealing for still wider support, I want to express 
my deep gratitude for the perfectly splendid work. 
of the Association in the past.

NEWS FROM THE STATIONS. 


Day 1. Langchung (Paoning). 
The Rev. F. G. Snow, the Rev. G. H. Aldis, 


~Miss Gowar and Miss White are now in residence 
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here. Open-air. meetings in and around the city 
have been restarted, and there have been oppor- 
tunities for individual work during these meetings. 
Weekly visits to the prison have been continued, 


and even there the workers have been cheered by 


the promise of harvest. Famine conditions are 
prevalent in this district, and prayer is requested 
for those who are responsible for the distribution 
of famine relief. | 


Day 2. Tsien Fuh Ch’ang. 

Miss Gowar has recently paid a visit to this 
centre, and reports that the buildings are a scene 
of desolation. However, it has been suggested that 
the spacious premises might be adapted, and that in 
them some form of Industrial Work might be 
started for those orphans who have some physical 
disability and who will never be married. They 
could then help to support themselves. Prayer is 
requested for guidance concerning this matter. 
Famine conditions in this district are also appalling, 
and while some relief is given to Church members, 
comparatively little can be done for the outsiders. 


No missionary is here at present, but Sunday 


services are carried on. Miss Johanson was hoping 


in the early summer to pay a visit to this station. 


Day 4. Kwangyuan, 

Miss Mitchell and Miss Walton are engaged in 
the work here. There is much suffering among 
the people owing to the famine. 


The attendance at Sunday services and at 
week-day classes has been steadily increasing. The 
Rev. C. A. Liao has been able to visit seven out- 
stations recently, and has been preserved on his 
journeys in spite of the fact that ‘he has constantly 


had to pass through bandit-infested districts. There 


is a terrible state of famine in this area. Local 
authorities have established two rice’ kitchens in 
the city, and one more for orphan children, but in 
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spite of. this hundreds of people have died from 


starvation. Future prospects are not too bright, as — 
few people have any grain to sow in their fields, 
Day 6. Nanpu., 

There has been a acai attendance at Church 
services and meetings recently. The Men’s Bible 
Class has been recommenced and out-station work 
is quite encouraging. One out-station—L1 Tsi-la—_ 
is doing 3 
made necessary by the occupation of the ‘soldiels 7 in 


the building. Dr. Parke and Miss Wilson have 


been engaged on temporary hospital work in this 


centre. 
-Futsunyi.—Mr. An, the Futsunyi 
has held short Bible Schools in three places where 
there are groups of believers. Thanksgiving is 
offered for the Tachiao premises being now freed 

from military, and prayer 1s asked for revival there. 


Day Chowkew. 
~~ Work at this station is carried on by 
Evangelist Liu and Messrs. Lloyd and Phillips. A 


few inquirers have been coming regularly, and 


_ there is some encouragement. Fear of what others 
will say prevents some from taking a firm stand 


for Christ. It was hoped that some baptisms would 
take place at Whitsuntide. Prayer is asked for one 
or two of the Christian men who were first baptised 
in this place, and who have recently grown cold. 
Periodic visits to country places have taken place, 
and prayer for definite conversions is requested. . 


Yingshan.—Rev. H. I. Chang is now in charge 
of the work here. During February, a Women’s 
Bible School was held, with a daily attendance of 
52. During this time, eight women decided to — 
iollow the Lord. A three months’ training school 
for women helpers was started in March, and 
prayer is asked for those who attended it, and also 
for revival in the out-stations and city. | 


Day 8. Nanchung (Shunking). 3 
~ Kach branch of the work here gives cause for 
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encouragement. Earlier in the year, Misses Seiden- 
berg, Schréder and Heusner returned from fur- 
lough. School and dispensary work is. being main- 
tained. There have recently been baptisms both 
in Nanchung and in the out-station of Tongwan- 
ch’ang. Prayer is asked for the inquirers, and also 
for the definite conversion of many more in this 
populous area. : 
Day 13. Chihsien. 
At Wu-Chia-Ch’ang, the Chiihsien objective 
for 1936, a special campaign was held. A number 
of people were definitely interested and regular 
Sunday meetings were arranged to follow up. A 
series of special meetings is being arranged for 
boys, and prayer is needed for the organisation 
and conducting of this effort. The meetings of the 
Eastern sub-Synod will, God willing, be held here 
Day 14. ‘Tachu. 7 

Kach Sunday afternoon a special preaching . 
service is held in the church for non-Christians. 
Though it is very well attended, the workers feel 
there is little result from the work. Praver for 
the working of God’s Spirit, resulting in conver- 
sions, is earnestly desired. | 

Day 15. Tahsien. | 

Famine conditions have prevailed in the 
counties of Wanyiian, Siianhan and Tahsien (7.e., 
Taiping, Tungsiang and Suiting) and the suffering 
consequent on this has been very acute. Number- 
less famine refugees have made their way south, 
and a small proportion of these have been taken 
into Government concentration camps in temples in 
Tahsien and Siianhan. Relief Funds, mainly from 
the Shunking Relief Committee, have been dis- 
tributed to Christians in the country. Dr. Gray 
came on from Tachu to hold a temporary hospital 
in Tahsien and besides city patients has had a 
number from among the refugees. Miss Barber 
and Miss Carpenter having left for Shanghai, Miss 
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9 
Dix has come and startéd work in the dispensary, 
which she hopes to carry on after the temporary 
hospital scheme ends. 
Day 16. Liangshan. 

The work in the city seems to become more 
and more established and the coming of Archdeacon 
and Mrs. Fu should prove a great help to the work. 
Mrs. Robinson has left for furlough. Miss Wang 
Ts’ong Chen, of Paoning, who has just returned 
from the Kiangwan Bible Seminary at Shanghai, 
has come at Ch’ien Lao-t’ai-t’ai’s invitation to do 
a few months’ special work. At Tienkiang recently 
seven baptisms were reported and five women were 
also received as catechumen. The district 1S still, 
sad to say, overrun by brigands. 


Day 17. Kathsien. 

A special course for country ipicdeve was held 
in March. In three weeks of classes many received 
great benefit from Bible study and lectures on 
Worship, Church Histor and other subjects. 
Opium refuge campaigns hive been held at Wen- 
t’ang-tsing with very blessed results. 


Day 18. Wanhsien, 

Recently several were baptised, among them 
one man, the first local man for over ten years, a | 
fact which shows the difficulty of work in this 
city. Thank God the work has been looking up 
recently, so it is a pity that Mr. and Mrs. Bromby 
have to leave for much-needed furlough. 


Day 19. Kweifu. . 

A short while ago Mr. Sadler and Mr. Hsii 
made a long itineration in the district. Mr. and 
Mrs. Derbyshire have moved to Yiiin-An-Ch’ang as 
their centre, from which they are working the old 
out-station of Yiiinyang in one direction and the 
new centre of Nanki in the other. 
Day 22. 
here are several very keen Christians in this — 

Church, who do not leave all the work and respon- 
sibility to the minister, They have borne a bone 
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witness under all the trials. of the past year, and we 
pray that more peaceful times may be in store for 
them in the future, so that the work of the Church

Day 23. Mienchow. 

a The Mission House which has been occupied 
by military officers since 1927, is now in our hands 
once more, thanks to the firm stand for justice and 
a righteousness that is being taken in the province 
S| by the Christian Generalissimo—Chiang Kai-shek. 
4 Miss Armfield has been very busy supervising the 
renovation of the premises; and this work is so far 
forward that she writes joyfully of the resumption 
of the weekly prayer meeting in the house—the 
a first time for nine years! | 

a One new feature of work this year is the 
a running of Courtyard Sunday Schools by the

|: League. Each group consists of two or three 
women, and there are six groups; so that in six 
different courtyards these classes are being held, 
with about twenty or thirty children in each. We 
hope this will give closer contact with the parents. 


Mr. S. Sherwood, of the Church Army, is now 
living here, this being the first time a missionary 
has taken up permanent residence in Anhsien for. 
many years. Mr. Moh Hsii-kwang is the Chinese 
evangelist, and he and Mr. Sherwood together have 
been working very hard, visiting the out-stations 
and organising work in the city, especially amongst 


the children. 


_ There is a good staff of workers here now, yet 
it seems all too small to cope fully with the many 
and‘varied opportunities that are opening up. The 
| Rev. H. A. Maxwell has a large Bible Class on 
| | Wednesday evenings for the literati of the city, 
which is held at the home of one of them. Work 
amongst girl students is also very encouraging. A 
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large congregation gathers every Tuesday evening, 
when an evangelistic service is conducted by the 
students in the Young Men’s Training Class. The 
Women’s Missionary Service League continues to 
pursue its activities, and several of its members go. 
out in groups on Thursday afternoons to hold 
witness meetings in two or three different centres. 
Miss Parker has been having very encouraging 
times in some of the out-stations.

DAY OF PRAYER AND GIFTS. 


Once again we are most thankful to God for 
the splendid financial result of our Day of Prayer 
and Gifts, and would express our ‘gratitude to the 
many friends whose generous response to the appeal 
_made has given us (including the amount of collec- 


tions on June 4th) an addition of some £65 to the > 


funds of the D.A.W.C. : 

On the morning of Thursday, June 4th, a ser- 
vice of Holy Communion was conducted in St. 
Bride’s. Church (by kind permission of the Rev. A. 
Taylor) by the Rev. B. W. Isaac, and the Rev. 


F. Houghton led those present in special inter- . 


cessions for the Bishop, his fellow-workers and all 
the needs of the Diocese in Western China, as well 
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as for the D.A.W.C. and its work here at home. 

The service was followed by a meeting of the 
General Committee of the Association; and then, at 
3 p.m., by the Annual Meeting held in the Hall of 
St. Bride’s Institute. The meeting was presided 
over by the Chairman of the Association, the Rev. 
Preb. H. W. Hinde, who gave a special welcome 
to the missionaries from the Diocese who were 
present. 

In presenting the audited accounts for the year, 
showing total receipts of £1,157 (including proceeds 
of sale of £200 War Loan stock), the Hon. 
Treasurer pointed out that the balance in hand had 
been reduced from £259 to £195, and that a serious 
feature was the decline in subscriptions and dona- 
tions by nearly 25 per cent. during the year; 
although at the same time it was satisfactory to 
note that Home expenditure had been reduced by ~ 
£24; and we could join in thanking God that all 


the needs had been met. He ealled on all to 


examine their own lives afresh and to pray for a 
more real spirit of self-sacrifice both in giving and ~ 
in intercession. | 

The Organising Secretary read a message from 
Bishop Holden expressing his deep appreciation of 
all that is done by the D.A.W.C. in support of 
the work of the Diocese, and said he had also 
written of his very real gratitude for the special 
grant of £200 which had been made for relief work. 

Miss G. E. Wells, one of the pioneer mission- 


aries of the C.M.S. in West China, spoke of the ~

Tsen-chi, being still keen Church workers, the last- 


named having been ordained Priest early this year. 
- Both he and his wife are wholly dedicated to God’s 


service. 3 

Miss Wells stated that one of the greatest 
changes was in the status of women, and gave 
examples to show how splendidly they are respond- — 
ing to their new freedom. In 1908 she had started — 
a Women’s School to give instruction in reading, 
writing and the Bible. Some 350 to 400 women 
have passed through this school; and although only 
a small proportion of these had become trained 
Biblewomen, a large number of them had gone 
back to their homes to tell their own people what 
they had learned, and often to give help ‘later in 
short Bible Schools held in their own neighbour- 
hoods. In closing, Miss Wells stressed the great 


ae = opportunity of the present time for evangelistic 


work, and the pressing need for more workers. 
The people had found their idols could do nothing 


_ for them; they were tired of superstition, and ready 
_to receive the Gospel message. The Bishop was 


asking definitely for three women and two ordained 
men for evangelistic work in the C.M.S.-field; and 
she asked for prayer that these might be forth- 
The Rev. F. Houghton (C.1:M.): ‘said that. he 
and his wife had found it a very happy ‘experience 
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to revisit China last year. They were able to spend 
eight weeks in Szechwan, of which six were given 
to the Western China Diocese. He thought it could 
_be said that materially there had been real progress, 
vastly stimulated by the visit of the Generalissimo, 
Chiang-kai-shek, to the Province. A definite effort 
was being made to deal with the growth and con- 
sumption of opium in Szechwan; and there was a — 
ereat difference in the appearance of the cities, 
where one now found broad streets, slum clearances 
and new houses. The New Life Movement had 
achieved some results—at least outwardly. The 
Generalissomo and Madame Chiang were doing 
their utmost to improve conditions; and in the 
present political uncertainty there was no knowing 
how soon Szechwan might become even more 
important than it is at present. The people had 
_ suffered greatly from the Red invasion and from 

brigandage, which was still rife, while in some 

places, and especially in the north, there were 
terrible famine conditions. 

Although there was progress, there was still 
much sorrow and much sin; yet spiritually one 
could speak of advance. Bishop Ku believed that 
there had been definite spiritual progress, and 
while the Church was numerically weaker after its 
trial, it was really stronger. At Liangshan, one of 
the young Christians had been absolutely trans- 
formed, and was now one of the leaders of the 
— Opium-breaking Evangelistic Band ’’ whose work 
was spreading and being wonderfully used of God. 
The Bethel Band had conducted a campaign which 
was still bearing much fruit. : 

Mr. Houghton bore testimony to Bishop 
Holden’s apostolic zeal, courage and persistence in 
the tremendous task before him, and said that his 
coming was manifestly a great gift of God to the 
Diocese. 

There was also great need of forward work; 
many markets and large cities are still unreached. 
There was still need for revival in the Church. 
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There was a great body of workers, but the harvest 
was slow in coming, and our prayer should be for 
revival in the churches which would bring a renewal 
of the evangelistic spirit throughout the Diocese. 
In his concluding message, the Chairman said 
that he had been thinking about West China from 
the point of view of one who had never been able 
to work in the foreign field and so could have no 
direct knowledge of it. He could not help feeling 
that there were few such Associations which. could 
have more cause for thankfulness at the present 
time than we had. (God had supplied all our needs — 
both on the field and at home, and we should thank 
Him for it. In Oakhill College Chapel that morning 
the Lesson was John xv.—the Vine and its 
branches—and his mind had turned to West China. 
‘* As we think of the work there and of the purging 
of the Church through suffering, we cannot but — 
believe that in the providence of God there lie before 
Western China days of fruit-bearing.’’ Damage 
— done to the branches was damage done to the Vine; 
the Lord Jesus Christ was one with His Church, 
and all that had befallen was something very real 
to Him. So benefit done to the branches was 
benefit done to the Vine; and anything we could 
do to help the work in the Diocese was something . 
done for Him. ‘‘ We do seek in regard to this work . 
to do it for Him, and we are assured there is cause 
not only for thankfulness but for hope. Our Lord 
Himself is concerned in the matter, and _ will 
- assuredly make all things work together for good. 
Let us see that the work does not suffer through 
any lack or slackness on our part. What He has 
given us to do is all-important. Only through close. 
touch with Him can the work become fruitful to 
the glory of His Name.’’ We needed to be incessant | 
and earnest in seeking to uphold the hands of those 
who were trying to win West China for Christ. 
_ The Chairmen then closed the meeting with 
prayer; and some 50 people remained afterwards 
for tea and social intercourse. |
